The next Association will meet with the O’Liberty Baptist 
church, Youngsville, N. C., Franklin county, Friday before the first 
Sunday in August, 1924.

FIRST DAY—MORNING SESSION 


The Association was called together for business at 10:30. Rey. J. 
A, Whitted, moderator, called the house to order, and hymn No. 46 was 
sung. Scripture reading by Rey. J. A. Whitted, 107 Psalm. Prayer 
was offered by Rey. B. Neal. Next came the appointment of officers.

FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 


The Association reassembled at 2 o’clock for the introductory ser- 
mon. Rev. J. W. White, who was to preach, ascended the stand. T. H. 
McBroom, his alternate, read a part of the fourth chapter of James. 
Prayer by Rev. S. S. Woods. 'The speaker chose for his text Psalm 
Sie2o mele used tOrhis subyect= == amen ees An in- 
teresting and helpful sermon was delivered. Collection $2.50. Benedic- 
tion by Rev. G. W. Tabron, D.D. 


FIRST DAY—NIGHT SESSION, 8:00 P. M. 


Devotional exercises conducted by Rev. P. J. Jones. He chose 
Isaiah 55 for his scripture lesson. The public took part and was made 
happy. When time came for preaching Rev. T. A. McBroom was 
chosen and ascended the pulpit. Rey. S. L. Allen, alternate. Hymn 364 
was sung by the choir. Rev. Allen read the 23d chapter of Luke. Bro. 
L. Regal led in prayer. Second selection 445. The speaker chose for 
his text II Corinthian, 5-17; subject a “New Creature in Christ.” It 


was a well-prepared sermon. Collection $2.00. Benediction by P. J. 
Jones. 


SECOND DAY—MORNING SESSION 


Met at 10 a. m. Devotional exercises by Rev. A. J. Thompson and 
Rev. S. S. Woods. No one could have helped enjoying it. Rev. Woods 
offered a soul-stirring prayer. At this hour the moderator opened the 
Association for business. 

1. We have three committees on appropriation. 

2. We have three on home and foreign mission. 

3. We have five on constitution and by-laws. 

4. We have three on obituary. 

5. We have three on temperance. 

Rey. R. F. Hooper was appointed to preach with Rev. P. J. Jones 
as alternate. Hymn 357 was sung and Bro. I. B. Sneed led in prayer. 
The speaker was introduced. He used for his text Matthew 5; words 
used: “Not everyone who says Lord, Lord, shall enter.” We heard a 
wonderful sermon. This sermon was food to a hungry soul. Collection 


was taken by Rey. P. J. Jones, $5.00 being collected. Benediction by 
Dr. J. W. Patton. 


SECOND DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 


A thirty minutes praise service was conducted by Elder J. W.. White 
and Professor J. W. Brown. At 2:30 o’clock the association reassem- 
bled. Thirty minutes was given to Dr. Patton, of Burlington. He 
stirred our hearts while he talked on noble things. Rev. J. W. Tabron 
then preached with Rev. S. L. Allen alternate. Rev. S. L. Allen offered 
prayer, after which hymn 440 was sung. The speaker used for his text, 
Matthew 28, 19-20, using for his subject: “The Extension-of the King- 
dom of God.” This sermon was interesting from start to finish. Col- 
lection amounted to $3.66. Benediction by Rev. George H. Long. 


SECOND DAY—NIGHT SESSION 


Thirty minutes was given to devotional exercises led by Rev. George 
H. Long. The association reassembled at 8:30 o’clock at which time 
Rey. J. W. Patton preached, Rev. G. W. White acting as alternate. 
Hymn 416 was sung and the scripture was read from Mark 6:21. 
Speaker was introduced and he chose for his text Acts 17:30. He used 
the following words: “And the times of ignorance God winked at.” He 
preached an inspiring sermon. Collection was taken by Rev. J. W. 
White, $5.05 being collected, after which another collection of $2.55 was 
taken and given to Dr. Patton. The educational sermon was postponed 
owing to the illness of the appointed speaker. Two additional members 


were added to the educational board. Dr. Patton offered the prayer of 
benediction. 


SUNDAY MORNING 


The association met at 11:30 o’clock. Rev. J. A. Whitted, moderator, 
declared the house open for business. Motion that Rev. J. H. Long 
be made a missionary for the coming year. Motion was made that Rev. 
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J. W. Tabron be added to the ordaining board in the absence of Rey. 
A. Reed. Motion was made that Rey. I. S. Lipscomb’s name be car- 
ried upon the face of the minutes. The doctrinal sermon was preached 
by Rey. G. H. Long, Rev. T. A. McBroom acting as alternate. Hymn 
304 was sung. Rev. T. A. McBroom read the scripture lesson and he 
also conducted prayer. ‘The speaker used for his text, St. John 7:46. 
He used as his subject: “Never a Man Speak Like Jesus.” Collection 
amounted to $5.10. Benediction by Rev. B. Neal. 


THIRD DAY-—AFTERNOON SESSION 


The association opened at 3:30 o’clock and the moderator gave a 
heart to heart talk. He gave the different pastors a special charge in 
regard to their work. Motion was made that we have reports from all 
the committees. A vote of thanks be rendered to the people of Peach- 
tree for their interest and help in making this a successful meeting. 
They rendered all possible aid and assistance to the association. Mo- 
tion was made that these brothers be appointed as the fraternal messen- 
gers: Rey. T. A. McBroom to Wake Baptist Association; Rev. G. H. 
Long to Cedar Grove; Rev. J. A. Whitted to Johnston; Rev. B. Neal to 
New Hope. We closed with the singing of “God be with you till we 
meet again.” ‘There were tears in many eyes at the sadness of parting. 
Collection in the amount of $4.00 was taken.

I have given the 
work of this association considerable study since the duties of modera- 
tor have fallen upon me. I see the need of better organized plans that 
we may do more educational and missionary work, both home and for- 
eign. Our fathers laid well the foundation of this association. Too 
much honor cannot be given them for the time and means they sacrificed 
to foster this great cause. 

But “there remaineth yet more land to be possessed.”

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CONSTITUTION 


The object of this Association shall be to labor under the direction of 
the Holy Spirit and to advance the Kingdom of our Lord, Jesus Christ, 
throughout the world. 

Art. 1. This Association shall be known as The New Home and 
Durham Missionary Baptist Association. 

Art. 2. This Association shall be composed of ministers and regular 
Baptist churches of good standing, in full practice of the doctrine, faith, 
discipline and ordinance to God, and the reception of churches into this 
body shall be by unanimous consent of this body. 

Art. 3. The object to this Association shall be fraternal intercourse 
on advisitory council to foster and to promote the cause of Christ and 
His churches, Sabbath Schools, Home and Foreign Missions. 

Art. 4, The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, Vice- 
Moderator, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary and Treas- 
urer, all of whom shall be elected annually. 

Art. 5. Each church of this Association that represent in this Asso- 
ciation shall be entitled to not more than two delegates and shall be re- 
quired to send five cents as an association fund for each member it 
holds. 

Art. 6. No church in this Association shall intrude the dignity and 
power of the pastor, while in the faithful discharge of his pastoral du- 
ties, no pastor recognized by one association shall be discharged except 
by a majority vote of the members, and not then until his salary as 
agreed upon shall have been paid. No church shall be recognized in this 
Association that does not pay its debts as agreed upon. 

Art. 7. Any minister or ministers who shall be known to be guilty 
of interference with another minister’s church, thereby causing disturb- 
ance between members and pastor of said church, shall be dealt with 
by the Association as it thinks proper. 

Art. 8. Any church or member of this body becoming corrupt in 
practice or doctrine and after gospel steps shall have been taken to re- 
claim her or him shall persist in the same course, shall no longer be a 
member of this Association. 

Art. 9. Any church of this Association neglecting to represent by 
delegates or letter, for two successive annual meetings shall be visited 
with suitable admonition and if she fails to attend the third annual 
meeting, shall be cut off from the Association. 

Art. 10. No minister in the church can become a member of this 
Association except through the executive board. 

Art. 11. No person shall be ordained to preach the gospel who does 
not possess the qualification laid down in the Scriptures by St. Paul, and 
who cannot read understandingly and write legibly. We recommend 
that all brethren applying for ordination shall come before the minis- 
terial board and stand an examination as required in this article. And 
further if any ordained minister brings reproach against the cause of 
Christ, he shall be dealt with by the Association as it thinks best. 

Art. 12. Minutes of this Association shall be furnished. The Asso- 
ciation shall decide the best means of furnishing them. 

Art. 13. This Association shall appoint a ministerial board, consist- 
ing of five members subject to the call of the Moderators with the re- 
cording Secretary as secretary of the board. 

Art. 14. No one will be ordained unless he has work in this Asso- 
ciation and a letter recommending the need of his work, or has been a 
member at least twelve months. 

Art. 15. No one shall be ordained unless by the ordaining board. 

Art. 16. That the Moderator and Clerk of the Association are Chair- 
man and Clerk of the Ordaining Board. The Board must furnish cre- 
dentials and license with our seal printed on the envelope—New Home 
and Durham Missionary Baptist Association. 
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Art. 17. The Clerk shall be paid one-half the cost of minutes at the 
close of the Association. 

Art. 18. The Executive Board shall elect permanent officers of the 
body. 

Art. 19. Any minister in the Association who does not pay his as- 
sessment shall not be recognized nor have any voice until paid. 

Art. 20. That all ordained ministers shall pay $1.50 before he be 
allowed a voice in this Association and licentiates 75 cents. 

Art. 21. All boards and committees and officers at one session of 
the Association before they are re-elected. 

Art. 22. Any minister or delegate that is found concocting any plan 
to take advantage of his brother shall have no voice in this sitting. 

Art. 23. That any minister that is found intoxicated in strong 
drinks shall have no voice in this sitting. 

Art. 24. That any brother refuses to hear the Moderator of this 
Association shall have no voice in this sitting, unless he comes before 
the board and acknowledge his wrongs, when he admits his faults he 
shall be restored. 

Art. 25. No minister shall hold an office in this Association until 
he has been a member for two years. 


BY-LAWS 


Art. 1. This Association shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

Art. 2. Any person desiring to speak on any subject shall rise and 
address the Moderator by the words Brother Moderator. Not more 
than one person shall be allowed to speak at the same time. 

Art. 3. The person speaking shall strictly adhere to the subject and 
shall in no case reflect upon any brother who may have spoken before 
him. 

Art. 4. The person speaking shall not be interrupted unless out of 
order. 

Art. 5. No brother shall absent himself from the Association with- 
out first obtaining permission. 

Art. 6. No person shall speak more than once upon the same sub- 
ject without the consent of the Association. 

Art. 7. There shall be no talking while a brother is on the floor 
speaking. 

Art. 8. The moderator shall not interrupt any member unless he 
violates the rules of order. 

Art. 9. The Association shall be further governed by Hiscox’s Di- 
rectory. 


RULES OF ORDER 


1. The meeting of this Association shall be opened with singing, 
reading the Scripture and Prayer by the Moderator, or whoever he may 
appoint. There may be religious talks made by the brethren at each 
meeting. No one shall consume more than five minutes at these times, 
except the Modrator, who on opening the first morning may use as much 
time as is necessary. : 

2. The minutes of the previous meeting shall be read, corrected, and 
approved. 

3. No brother shall be interrupted while he is speaking, unless his 
remarks are out of order. Any brother may then arise to a point of 
order, or the Moderator may call him-to the question under considera- 
tion. When a brother is called to order by the Moderator he shall take 
his seat until it shall be determined by the Moderator whether or not he 
is in order. The said brother may appeal from the decision of the chair 
to the body. The body shall be final. 

4. No brother shall use personal reflections during his discussion, 
nor speak more than twice on motion, nor longer than ten minutes. 
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5. Delegates sent to this Association shall remain until the business 
of the Association is completed, unless they may be excused by the 
Association. 

6. No delegate shall leave the house during the progress of business 
without leave of the Moderator. 


CHURCH COVENANT 


Having been led, as we believe, by the Spirit of God to receive the 
Lord Jesus Christ as our Savior and on the profession of faith, having 
been baptised in the name of the Father and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, we do now in the presence of God, angels and this assem- 
bly, most solemnly and joyfully enter into covenant with one another, 
as one body in Christ. We engage therefore, by the aid of the Holy 
Spirit, to walk together in Christian Love, strive for the Advancement 
of this Church in knowledge, holiness and comfort; to promote its pros- 
perity and spirituality, to sustain its worship, ordinances, discipline and 
doctrine; to contribute cheerfully and regularly to the support of the 
ministry, the expenses of the church, the relief of the poor, the spread- 
ing of the Gospel throughout all nations. 

We also agree to maintain family and secret devotion, to religiously 
educate our children; to seek the salvation of our kindred and acquaint- 
ances and walk circumspectly in the world; to be just in our dealings, 
faithful in our engagements and exemplary in our deportment, to avoid 
all tattling, back-biting and excessive anger; to abstain from the sale 
and use of intoxicating drinks as a beverage, and to be zealous in our 
efforts to advance the kingdom of our Savior. 

We further engage to watch over one another in brotherly love, to 
remember each other in prayer; to aid each other in sickness and dis- 
tress; to cultivate Christian sympathy in feeling and courtesy in speech; 
to be slow to take offense, but always ready for reconciliation, and 
mindful of the rules of our Savior, to secure it without delay. 

We moreover agree that when we remove from this place we will, 
as soon as possible, unite with some other church where we can carry 
out the spirit of this covenant, and the principles of God’s Word. 

Now, may the God of peace, who brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus—that Great Shepherd of the sheep—through the blood of 
the everlasting covenant, make you perfect in every good work, to do 
His will, working in you that which is pleasing in His sight, through 
Jesus Christ, to whom be glory forever. Amen.
